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Oglethorpe Puts 
First Things First 


Proud old Oglethorpe County is go- 
ing modetn. Tempted as we are to say, 
“Not a whit too soon,” we are too happy 
over this sign ef progress to be facetious 
about the fact that the county’s entire 
school plant is to be rebuilt. 

The whole state will be proud, too, 
of the signs that Oglethorpe is making 
a comeback. Once the center of a great 
cotton-growing section, her rolling hills 
are among the most beautiful in the 
land. Like many other Georgia coun- 
ties, however, she became the victim of 
the one-crop system and the boll weevil. 

Soil erosion was accompanied by 
human erosion as the economic conse- 
quences of the cotton: system . took its 
toll. During the period: from. 1940 to 
1950, the county lost almost 3,000 of 


its 12,430 population. Displaced from 


the farms, its people migrated to the 
cities in search of opportunity. Its 
schools and institutions deteriorated. 

Today there is a new look through- 
out Oglethorpe County. Its eroded 
fields are taking on a green hue and its 
misused lands are being rebuilt. Its 
people look to the future with confi- 
dence as industry moves in to balance 
agriculture, 

The rebuilding of its school system 
will be a good investment for the tax- 
payers of Oglethorpe County and of this 
state. The consolidation of 21 primitive 
Negro schools into one elementary and 
high school centrally located is a rec- 
ognition of inescapable fact. Consolida- 
tion of white schools into one modern 
plant will eliminate inadequate facili- 
ties ranging in age from 35 to 50 years. 

We congratulate the people of Ogle- 
thorpe County for recognizing their 
problem and with the state’s ‘help, doing 
something about it. A modern educa- 
tional system will go a long way toward 
helping to solve its other problems and 
in arresting the steady migration of its 
citizens. 


Ike Lays Down Law 
And Country Applauds 


The country will applaud President 
Eisenhower's laying the law down to 
Congress on completing some “must” 
items of his legislative program before 
adjournment. As head of the party, it 
is his responsibility to see that its ob- 
jectives are achieved insofar as possible. 


With Senator Taft ailing and his 
party badly divided on many issues, the 
problem of congressional leadership 
came squarely back to the President. 
He is showing that he can wield a big 
stick, if necessary. 

Unfortunately it has become neces- 
sary. A great part of the criticism of 
Ike’s first six months in office has 
stemmed from his reluctance to push 
his program, thus making it appear that 
his administration is adrift and lacking 
leadership. 

Frankly, Congress has given the im- 
pression of fiddling while important leg- 
islative matters hung fire. Publicity- 
seeking senators and representatives, 
more concerned with making headlines 
with their personal investigations into 
anything and everything, have conduct- 
ed themselves with an eye on the ballot 
box instead of on solid achievement. 

We are glad the President is crack- 
ing down. He must continue to knock a 
few heads together if his party expects 
to go before the country next year and 
ask endorsement of its record in the 
congressional elections. 


An Alert Atlanta 


Remembers Its Past 


That horrendous July 22 of 1864 in 
east Atlanta, known as the Battle of 
Atlanta, had its immediate origin in an 
event of four days previous on the 
northwest side of town. 

That was the day Gen. John B. Hood 
relieved Gen. Joseph E. Johnston as 
commander of the defending Confed- 
erates. The wisdom of the change is 
still a moot question. But one thing is 
sure, Sherman had been trying to get 
his enemy to come out of the trenches 
and fight. 

John Bell Hood was a young man 
who would take chances. ‘Why, I’ve 
seed Hood bet $2,500 with nary a pair 
in his hand,” a Kentucky colonel told 
Sherman by way of helping the Fed- 
eral general appraise his adversary. 

Hood did come out to fight—at 
Peachtree Creek, at Moreland and Flat 
Shoals Aves., at Ezra Church and at 
Jonesboro. And when the enemy was 
lodged on the four railroads leading 
into the city, Hood withdrew skillfully 
down the McDonough Road. 

That much is history, that is the 
past. We honor’ the valor of Atlanta's 
defenders, never outfought, ever out- 


numbered, and because they were, often 
out-maneuvered. 

Today on Marietta St., where the 
Confederate command changed, Atlanta 
dedicates a marker. A Yankee, by the 
way, is making the speech. 

Today civic-minded citizens move to 
preserve the Huff House, sole surviving 
physical relic of the 1864 battlefield. 


In 1864 Atlanta faced its crisis with 
a courage that guaranteed survival. In 
1953 an alert Atlanta moves the better 
to memorialize a brave past and to in- 
sure a tourist business that will make 
further reparations for the damage done 
89 years ago by a man who was care- 
less with matches.

America Is Routing 
Poverty From Midst 


The national income has risen from 
$40,000,000,000 to the staggering sum of 
$363,000,000,000 in the past two dec- 
ades, a nine-fold increase. In terms of 
real income, the production of goods 
and services, and volume of transac- 
tions the American people have never 
had it so good. Perhaps no people in 
history can equal the record, either. 

Even though dollars have depreci- 
ated in value by 50 per cent, by 1930 
standards this income would have a 
value of $181,000,000,000. Subtracting 
a tax bill of approximately $60,000,- 
000,000, the total is still $121,000,000,- 
000. 

Looking at it from another angle— 
after allowing for the drop in value of 
the dollar and taxes—the per capita 
purchasing power of the American citi- 
zen. has a real value of approximately 
40 per cent more than two decades ago. 
The spread of income between compet- 
ing groups.in the economy has moved 
toward equalization and millions have 
been raised up from poverty. In fact, 
poverty under the old standards is be- 
coming a thing of the past: 

The continuous evolution of the 
American system is proving that a free 
people can meet their problems in a 
free manner and that American democ- 
racy not only works, but that it meets 
the needs of all the people in a way 
never equaled by any people at any 
time.

Red Trade Poses 
UN Dilemma 


WASHINGTON—A well-documented re- 
port by a Senate committee which virtually 
accuses Ameriea’s Allies in the UN of 
faithlessness in allowing strategic goods to 
reach Communist China while the armies 
of that country have been engaged in a 
war with our troops now has been avail- 
able for several days to the foreign offices 
of the world. 

The big question is what the UN will 
do about it, and what in particular the 
Allies will have to say in justification of 

sa their trade with the 

common enemy. For if 

the principle of ‘‘going 

it alone’ and trade-as- 

each - nation - pleases is 

upheld as in accord 

with modern morality 

in wartime, it will in- 

jure permanently the 

cause. of international 

co-operation in this 

country. Indeed, back 

in the ’30s it was this 

issue which wrecked the League of Nations, 

because the Allies refused to impose embar- 

goes on oil against Mussolini when he be- 
gan his overseas war against Ethiopia. 


The Senate committee report brings out 
the fact that ‘‘our own large military ma- 
chine uses only approximately 40,000 tons 
of natural rubber per year.’”’ Yet the same 
report discloses that, “in 1951 the free 
world exported 146,000 tons of natural rub- 
ber to the Soviet bloc, and in 1952 the Com- 
munist nations received 194,000 tons of nat- 
ural rubber from the free world.” 

England sent 42,000 tons of natural rub- 
ber to Russia alone in 1951, and in 1952 
about 88,000 tons were exported to that 
country, according to the Senate committee 
report. 

Rubber is used mostly on trucks and 
airplanes, and the vast supply lines which 
the Reds have had at the front in Korea 
could never have been maintained in the 
last three years of fighting if it had not 
been for motor transportation. 

The same Senate committee report says 
that, since the outbreak of the Korean War, 
non-Communist countries have carried on a 
trade of $2,000,000,000 with Red China, and 
adds: ‘‘Even after three years of war this 
trade is not only flourishing but is increas- 
ing between many of our Allies and China.”’ 


The Senate committee report says that 
the United States government has been 
striving to get this trade curtailed but that 
the Allies have not been willing to go along. 
Thus the government of Ceylon, a member 
of the British Commonwealth, made a deal 
with Red China to supply 50,000 tons of 
natural rubber a year for five years and 
to take payment in rice. 

‘‘Ninety-five per cent of the blood and 
money expended in Korea by the United 
Nations,’’ says the Senate committee re- 
port, ‘“‘has been American. Under these cir- 
cumstances the subcommittee is of the opin- 
ion that all of our Allies should be willing 
to discontinue their trade with our mutual 
enemy, the Chinese Communists.

RFC Performed 


Needed Services 


WASHINGTON—The Reconstruction Fi- 
nance Corporation, the world’s biggest bank, 
has been quite a familiar landmark around 
here. Congress is in the process of tearing 

it down. In its records 
are much of the history 
of the last 20 years—of 
the great depression, of 
the second great world 
war, and, in most re- 
cent times, a smatter- 
ing of scandal. 
Listening to debate 
in the Senate over the 
bill to dissolve the RFC 
stirred up many mem- 
, ories of its career. They 
go back to its creation by Congress in Jan- 
uary, 1932, at the request of Herbert Hoover, 
one of the desperate acts by the last Re- 
publican president before General Eisen- 
hower to try to stem the tide of depression 
that swept him and his administration out 
of office a few months later. 

Ironically enough, it was the scandal 
that developed around the RFC, the smell 
of political “‘influence’’ about some of its 
loans, that was a contributing factor 20 
years later to the rejection of Democrats 
and the retarn of Republicans to power 
under General Eisenhower. 

In the Senate that debated the liquida- 
tion of the RFC there is not a single Re- 
publican member who was here batk in 
those grim days when it was created, none 
who could recall, vividly and first-hand, the 
atmosphere of that era when it was born. 

For a brief time the RFC had a prede- 
cessor, an organization called the National 
Credit Association, a pool formed by the 
Hoover administration with a group of big 
bankers in October, 1931, in an effort to 
check the surge of business failures and 
the wave of bank closings. 

That did not meet the problem. So, Jess 
than three months later, Congress set up 
the RFC at the president’s request to lend 
to banks, financial institutions, and indus- 
tries to bolster up the tottering economic 
system. In the subsequent political cam- 
paign, Gov. Franklin D. Roosevelt and Dem- 
ocratic speakers criticized President Hoover 
for what they called the pour-it-from-the- 
top theory of RFC, salvaging of the ‘“‘big 
fellows,’’ while the president resisted ap- 
propriations by Congress for direct relief. 
food and shelter, for the smaller victims of 
depression. 

Mr. Roosevelt, subsequently doing the 
latter, also kept the RFC during the Second 
World War. It was greatly expanded, tak- 
ing on numerous functions in the war pro- 
gram. They included development and 
management of the great synthetic rubber 
industry which the present administration 
is preparing to dispose of to private indus- 
try. After the Second World War, the RFC 
became a very helpful agency for small 
business, especially for loans to war vet- 
erans to start businesses of their own. They 
could not get financing from commercial 
banks. It has served a very definite need, 
as was emphasized during the Senate de- 
bate this week by Democrats.

Putse of the Public 


Total Mechanization Said Only Way 
To Bolster South’s Yield of Cotton 


State College, Miss.—If Southern farm- 
ers wish not to lose more of cotton pro- 
duction, they need to compete. To be able 
to sell cotton at prices that compete, they 
must lower costs of production. To this end 
they need to complete the mechanization 
of cotton production, so that a family can 
handle much more acreage; to raise yields 
to at least a bale an acre and to make the 
other farm acres produce more, so they 
will help to carry the overhead cost. On 
many cotton farms, the few cotton acres 
produce most of the sales. 

There is a market for some 3,000,000 
bales of Southern cotton less now than 40 
years ago. Exports have gone down from 
9,000,000 to 3,000,000 bales, and the end 
is not yet unless our farmers compete. As 
cotton is grown elsewhere, those farmers 
learn how to produce it; gins, compresses 
and oil mills, with marketing facilities and 
channels of trade, are established; and, 
what may be disastrous for the Southeast, 
the textile industry also tends to follow 
cotton production. 

It is increasingly probable that com- 
plete mechanization will be realized in fair- 
ly level ‘hill’? areas. Yields per acre, after 
an average increase up to about 1944, have 
not since made an average increase, in 
the Southeast. 

The question for cotton farmers seems 
to be whether they prefer, and will pre- 
pare, to compete, or to lose more and. more 
of their cotton. business, at the same time 
possibly bringing down the rest of the 
cotton business and the source of our great- 
est employment.

of days, before going on. 

One of them didn’t 
leave then. Nobody 
knows why. Maybe he was just tired of 
flving, day after day. Maybe he was be- 
reaved by the loss of his. mate. Maybe 
he’s just a hermit at heart. Anyway, when 
the flock left he stayed behind, without even 
a quack of farewell as they lifted and soared 
off into the distance toward the South. 

He was pretty shy at first. When the 
bass fishermen would try to slip up on him, 
their electric boats making no noise as they 
slid through the water, he'd take off at high 
speed. His engine was just as fast as theirs, 
and as quiet, and he outsped them easily. 
Now he’s growing more used to folks. 

When the kids in canoes paddle up close, 
he lets them get almost upon him before 
he scoots away. Even the Martin rowboat, 
a wallowing old scow, whose creaking oar- 
locks can be heard a half a mile on a quiet 
day, does not terrify him any more. He 
lets it get right up on him, kids shushing 
each other noisily, dogs barking. Then, 
with his topaz-yellow eye winking derisively 
in his sleek black head, he moves along

shoulder as if daring us to race.

On this. particular 
night the 10 maids all 
had their lamps and : : 
were at the bride's house ready and waits 
ing. Expecting the groom any moment, 
their lamps were lighted. 

However, the groom was late and all 
the maids went to sleep. It was midnight 
before the cry finally went up, ‘Behold, 
the bridégroom cometh; go ye out to meet 
him.”’ 

Immediately they arose and trimmed 
their lamps.

They begged to get 
in but the doorkeeper refused and they were 
left out in the dark. (Matthew 25:1-13). 

That is a very simple story, easy to 
picture in our minds and understand, yet 
jit illustrates the profoundest fact of suc- 
cess in life: namely, the attainment of 
heaven. Of course, this story may refer to 
the attainment of heaven in the hereafter, 
but it also illustrates the attainment of 
heaven in the here and now. For most of 
us heaven means a place whica God has 
prepared where we live in perfect happi- 
ness and peace.

When rain starts 
and the wiper is turned on, even though the 
glass may just have heen wiped clean, the 
dirty wiper blade starts spreading the 
greasy accumulation.”’ 

**‘Mest modern and well-informed station 
operators have the wiper blade washed off 
when the windshield is cleaned,’’ he cone 
tinues. “‘If they don’t, then ask the opere 
ator.”’ 

Sam says 35 years of windshield wash- 
ing have taught him that best: by test is 
‘“‘a clean rag and plain water, wipe off 
with a dry rag and then polish the glass 
with a paper towel (if the customer will 
give you time). And while the rag used 
to wash the glass may become darkened 
through usage, it is NOT greasy."

Mainly tor Its Western Viewers

BERLIN, July 21 — Television 
from behind the Iron Curtain is 
not something the Communists 
should boast about. It is the dull- 
est video anywhere. The eve- 
ning programs from the Soviet- 
controlled station in East Berlin 
are mostly all propaganda, plus 
a dash of sex now and then. 

A taste of Communist video 
will last for a long time. The 
most interesting item one hight 
recently was the Communist 
newsreel. First there was a 
speech by an East Berlin bigwig 
trying to explain the recent 
changes in the Communist line 
in the Soviet sector of this trou- 
bled city. Next was a scene of a 
butcher who was allowed to go 
back into business. The Commu- 
nists conveniently omitted men- 
tioning the confiscation of his 
place originally. 

Then there were scenes of some 
happy. smiling girls working in 
a factory, followed by a demon- 
stration of how the farmers are 
combatting the potato bug. The 
climax consisted of extended 
shots of a vacation spot where 
the men and women were all gay 
and relaxed and presumably 
most. contented.

HELSINKI, Finland, July 21—(#)—Frances E. Willis, the first 
State department career woman named to an ambassador's 
post, says of her 27 years in the diplomatic service: 


“I have been discriminated 
for—not against.” 

Oddly enough, in her assign- 
ment to Switzerland, she goes 
to one of the few European na- 
tions which has not given its 
women the vote. 


The tall, slender, attractive 
Miss Willis is winding up al- 
most three years as counselor 
—the No. 2 spot—in the Amer- 
ican legation here.  Illinois- 
born, this Ph. D. was a teach- 
er of history and political sci- 
ence before becoming one of 
the first women in the United 
States foreign service.
